St. Petersburg Workmen 
Preparing For Fight 



MEN AGAIN ON STRIKE 



Arms and Bombs Hare Been Smuggled 

Into St. Petersburg and the 

Worst Is Expected 

n Developments alt "point to a crisis in the 
prerent agitation among the workmen of 
the cities and the peasants in the country 
on May day and appeals are pouring in 
from all quarters of Russia for military 
protection, 

The St. Petersburg workmen are pre- 
paring a great demonstration. Arms ana 
bombs in large quantities have* been smug- 
gled in and bloodshed on a large scale is 
feared. -Wealthy persons wbo ordinarily 
go to villas on the 'islands of the Neva - or 
to nelgboring country places, this year are 
going abroad. 

.The government has token few special 
measures to meet the situation, evidently 
relying on the troops and police to guard 
the capital. The latter nre extremely 
active. All the prominent agitators are 
being arrested or have already been sent 
back to the villages from which they 
originally came. The prisons ore filled to 
overflowing. 

There have been fresh disputes between 
the workmen and managers oE the Pu til off, 
Baltic and Nevakl works and between tbo 
employes and the management of the gov- 
ernment cartridge factory. At. the latter 
place the men refuse to continue to donate 
any portion of their pay to assist iu the 
support oE families of the soldiers ut the 
front, claiming that the money is used to 
prosecute the war to which they are op- 
posed. 

The news received from the interior is 
alarming, especially from the Baltic pro- 
vinces, where the entire population is in a 
state of intense excitement. The cities 'ore 
being flooded with revolutionary proclamn,- 
tions- calling W the*pebple torise *oti^"May 
day. In the country the landlords ore 
powerless to cope with the peasants and 
demand the stationing of troops at < every 
station, 

At Ekateriooelav three revolutionists,

The Easter Date. 

The observance of Easter dates back 
to about the year GS, at which time there 
was much contention among the Eastern 
and Western churches as to what day 
the festival should bo 'observed. It waa 
finally ordained at the Council of Nice, 
In the year 325, that it must be observ- 
ed throughout the Christian world on 
the same day, This decision settled that 
Easter should be kept upon the Sunday 
first after the fourteenth day of the first 
Jewish month, but no general conclu- 
sion was arrived at as to the cycle by 
which the festival was to be regulated, 
and some churches adopted one rule and 
some another. This diversity of usage 
was put nn end to, and the Roman rule 
making Easter the first- Sunday nfter the 
fourteenth day of the calendar moon was 
established in England In COO. After 
nine centuries a discrepancy In the keep- 
ing of Easter was caused by tho author* 
I ties of the English church declining to 
adopt the reformation of the Gregorian 
calendar In 1582; The difference . was 
settled in 1752 by the adoption of the 
rule which makes Easter day always the 
first Sunday after the full moon which 
appears on or next nfter the 21st day of 
March. If tho full moon happens upon, 
a Sunday, Easter la the Sunday after,

LIONS TO FARMERS,

The crop of innpla sugar this spring 
will bo nl. out iu.UOO.UOO pounds, and 
will put Homethlng like $2,000,000 Intn 
the lockets of American farmers. All 
of this vii hi quantity ; will be collected In 
small a nn ut nt -4, not U'-m than 400 gal- 
lons of sap being requited to furnish 
100 pounds of align r, nnd tho total num- 
ber of trees tapped will be not far from 
10,000,000. 

Why dues tho nut pie tree yield sugnr? 
The question lins long been regnrded as 
a most puzzling one, Hut sclcilco has 
nt last foiitid out the reason, and is able 
to offer a complcto explanation of tho 
source of the sugar and of the How of 
sap which occurs In spring, granting a 
luscious reward to the gatherers who, 
while yet tho buow Is on tho ground, In- 
vade the wood* wllli palls nnd kettles, 
tapping the trees nnd boiling the saccha- 
rine juice over roaring fires, 

A, Scientific I'xplnnaHon, 

The maple tree Is a chemical labor- 
atory. In summer It stores In Its sap- 
wood, just beneath the bark, quantities 
of starch, which Is to serio ns food for 
new growth in the following spring. 
When spring arrives, there is n great 
How of .water up the trunk, nnd It h

necessary that this wnter shall carry tho 
food to the twigs and buds and leaves, 
nut the water, of eoiinte, cannot dis- 
solve starch, and accordingly the tree 
converts the stnrch intn sugar, which Is 
rendlly taken up by* the water nud dis- 
tributed in tho form of n diluted syrup 
to the uttermost parts of the plant. 

l"n order to accomplish ibis, the tree 
utilizes the services of certain micro- 
scopic organisms cnlled "onzy ins," which 
cause u fermentation of the stnrch, by 
which it Is transformed into sugar. The 
enp drawn from tile maple contains about 
;, per cent of sugar. It Is n richly nutri- 
tions solution which flows through every 
vein and cell of the plant. 

What has been snid, however, does 
not In the leant explain why the sap 
flows in the way It does when the tree 
Is topped. The explanation of this phe- 
nomenon, as the scientists have ascer- 
tained, lies In tho fact that the syrup, 
traveling outward to the twigs nnd 
leaves, undergoes expansion by the boat 
of the siiii, thus exerting a pressure 
downward. When a hole Is bored In the 
trunk, therefore, the Juice is forced out* 

Tests made nt the Vermont experi- 
ment station, where the whole problem 
has been worked out, have shown thit 
the sap pressure Is commonly aa much 
as 25 pounds to the square Inch. That 
the pressure comes from above and not 
from below has been conclusively proved 
by tho use of Ingenious Instruments, 
placed at various heights on the tree, 
from tho roots all tho way up to the 
topmost branches. To these Instruments 
dials are attached, so that the observer, 
with tho help of a ladder, can see at a 
glance what amount of pressure is reg- 
istered by each one. An Interesting point 
to notice Is that the pressure Is greatest 
on sunshiny days, when, of course, the 
sap in the leaves and twlge Is molt ex- 
panded. 

A Natural Bn**ar Factory, 

The maple treo la a sugar factory. 
But, to be more precise, the maple leaf 
Is a maker of starch, which, after being 
stored away, Is converted later on Into 
sugar. The tree that is the best provid- 
ed with foliage and most exposed to sun- 
shine la the best sap-ylelder, In fact,

a serious attack by caterpillars In maple 
woods will Importantly diminish the sap 
flow the following spring— a circumstance 
which shows how much tho leaves have 
to. do with the business, ; 

What the syrup-gnthcrer calls his su- 
gar bush Is usually a bit of rough, hilly 
and rather open forest, free from under* 
brush. Ho taps the trees with a bit or 
auger and inserts n metal' or wooden 
»pout, through which the nap drains ■low- 
ly into a bucket hung thereon. The aap 
la aomctimes boiled In a great Iron kettle 
suspended aver a wood Are; but th« 
smoke nnd ashes Injure the quality of the 
product, nnd nowadays tho method ordi- 
narily adopted Is to put the juice 
through nn evaporator. 

' The evaporator Is a part of the equip- 
ment of a' plant which occupies a small 
building known ns a sugar, house to 
which tho sap in brought In a largo 
wooden tank on a sled drawn by horses 
or oxen. Emptied Into a reservoir, the 
sweet Juice passes thence Into the evap- 
orator, whore It is reduced' to. the requi- 
site density. If It la to be made Into 
sugnr, It Ii brought to a point which 
can -be judged with accuracy only b- a 
person well -skilled In the, art, and thta, 
In o semi-fluid state, , Is stirred until It 
begins to granlata and U taaa pound 
into molds' to harcUn. 



A Heavy Fine. 

■ Under the Elklns law, nny railroad 
company which puys rebates lu any 
form, or any shipper who nccepts them, 
Is llnble to a tine of from $1,00U to 
$L*0,000, upon conviction. It also pro- 
hibits the cnrrylng of freight at less 
thnn tho published tariffs.

April 1 was 02.1, agalnit 82.4 April 1, 
31)0-1; 08,0 at the corresponding data In 
1003; and 87.D the mean of the April 
averages of the last ten years. 

The area seeded to winter wheat last 
fall was officially reported by the Agri- 
cultural Deportment in December ai 81,- 
155,000 acres. While theso figures will 
bo revised In the May report there has 
been little hoard of tho plowing up or 
abandonment of fields from winter kill- 
ing and the ioi.i in acreage Ii expected 
to bo slight. 

On the acreage sown and taking sev- 
enteen bushels as the par yield, a figur.. 
generally accepted In tho trade, the con- 
dition figures of 01.0 suggests a winter 
wheat yield of 485,050,000 bushels. 
There have been larger areas sown to 
winter wheat, but only tbreo times In 
the last fifteen years has tho condition 
Of tho plant In April been better than 
that given In tho above report Tho 
April condition In 1891 was 00.9; In 19w, 
01,7. The condition In April 1004, was 
tho lowest In fifteen years, 70.5, owing 
to winter killing; 4.033,0u0 acres of the 
32,000,000 acres plnnted being plowed 
up or abandoned.

It Is 
therefore our pleasure to reproduce the 
following written to an Agent of tha 
Government and forwarded to tho 1m* 
migration I) ranch of the Department 
of tho Interior at Ottawa; 

Birch Hills, Sunk. Canada, 
Feb. 1st, 1003. 
Dear Sir: 

I take pleasure In dropping you a 
few lines to let you know how wa are 
getting along up here and. how wc like 
tho place. We have been here close on 
to a year now and. think the place 1b 
Que. We have been out every day this 
winter working lit the bush getting out 
logs for buildings, etc., getting rails 
for fencing. We haya not suffered 
with tho cold as much aa wo did in 
Chicago. My little boys arc out every 
day with their sleighs having a good 
time. Tho lowest tho temperature has 
been this winter Is 34 below and it Is 
very still, no wind. 

We had a splendid summer; we put 
up about 00 tonH of hay and will have 
about 30 tons to sell; hay brings $8 per 
ton now and will be higher In the 
spring, Wo have 20 acres broko and 
ready for crop. We worked on the 
Can. Nor. Iiy. for nwlillo this summer 
and am just 3 miles from tho railroad 
nnd towuslte. The steel Is all laid to' 
within 2 miles of the river and we 
often sco tho train bringing supplies for 
the bridge. 

My wife's people are coining up 
nbout Mny. . I wish you would write 
them and If there shtmld bb anyone 
coming to Prince Albert that could do 
with a half a car. let them know. The 
homesteads arc ail taken up within 12 
miles of us. I often think If this laud 
Vera only. In tho Stntes what a rush 
there would be; It Is the richest land 
and tho most productive I over saw, 
mid the climate is OK. 

I know that peoplo back there that 
I write to do not believe mo when I 
write them w bat a splendid waiter wa 
ore having, tliey think irvo are all froz- 
en up. Wo have only about 8 Inches 
of enow, and there aro cattle on tho 
range that hnvo not been rounded up 
this winter. Day af tw day the jthcr-, 
urometer raises up to CO and 00 nnd I 
don't believe wo hnvo hud a day this 
winter that It has stayed at zero. My 
wife says that wo used to think that 
zero was cold In Chicago. But wo don't 
mind It ono bit. Christmas night wo 
went out and drove miles with our 
three little boys; It was 20 below, and 
thero.was not a whimper from any ono 
of thorn; I'd hate to do It in old Chi- 
cago. 

. Well, I guess I will close, and yon 
can' toll anyone In 1 the V. 8. that they 
cannot do better than come to the 
Prince Albert District, I remain, yours 
truly.

total lopyi, The cold was general In tin 
Northwest. In southern KansaB, Arkan- 
sas. Louisiana and Alabama abnormally 
low temperatures were reported, lwt 
there was no killing frost. _Jn south*?* 
Kansas there was a Uglre' fallofr inov, 
tanging to rain later. 



Physicians in all parts of the city 
have boon cnlled to attend hundreds of 
cases of the disease in i\n milder form.

Commissioner Darlington be- 
lieves that tho disease Is non-contu- 
glous and will be stumped out by the 
warm weather, but admits that the 
Identical germ has not been discovered 
nor a cure found. Ono of the leading 
New York spednllsls In children's dis- 
eases makes the statement Ui/t the 
se verily of last winter Is responsible 
for the epidemic, the principal victims 
of which are found among the young. 
It Is conlined eh Icily to the teuement 
districts of the East and West Sides 
of New York, ho says. Tho weather 
compelled tho poor to renin In Indoors 
und upon these improperly nourished 
persons tho bacteria readily fed. An- 
other physician says: 

"I have found thnt among children 
who have auceumbed ninny suffered 
from rickets, n weakened state of bone, 
muscle and blood, tltio to Improper 
feeding during Infnncy. Such children 
are more liable to take the disease. A 
child affected that Is properly nour- 
ished and In which tho formal func- 
tions of tho body are stimulated, 
stands a bettor chance of recover}- 
than one In whom those conditions are 
neglected."

The week ended as It began, with 
the attention of the world ilxed on the 
China sen, through which tho Itusohin 
armada had been threading Its way 
northward, doubtless In hourly oxpec 
tntlon of sighting the grim ships of 
Togo's ileet, 

The lUiBslan licet, after passing 
through the Strait of .Malacca, steamed 
past Singapore in well-ordered buttle 
formation, and boldly entered tho 
Chlnn sen, certainly making no effort 
to escape observation. It was an- 
nounced that Hear Admiral Down, 
with n fleet -of stwonty-two Japanese 
cruisers, was In walUug at Horat burgh 
light, twenty miles east of Singnpore, 
but not a Japanese ship was sighted 
in the China seu, 

When Ad mini] Hojestvensky sailed 
past Singapore bis full fleet was re- 
ported with him. The next day posi- 
tivo assertions were made that his 
four strongest battleships were not 
with tho ileet It needed much lnge- 
miltr of the strategists on land to ex- 
plalu why he had divided his fleet at 
the critical moment. If the simple ex- 
planation had been accepted thnt tho 
reports merely meant that tho Hussinn 
consul at Singapore was trying to drag 
n herring across the trail much of the 
hard thinking would hnve been saved. 
We hnve now the positive assurance 
rrom Lloyds nnd from the Associated 
Press representatives thnt the full Rus- 
sian licet, battleships and all, Is acting 
as n unit. " 

After passing Singapore, Itojcatven. 
sky spent a dny or two nt anchor near 
the Annmbna Islands, and then Bent 
a hospital ship to Saigon, where it re- 
mained thlrty-aix hours before depart- 
ing to rejoin the fleet. Prom the An- 
ambns Islands the admiral sailed to 
tho north, but whether he Is attempt- 
ing to make his wny through some pas- 
sage among tho Philippine Islands nnd 
flo gnln the open sea, whence lie can 
sail straight for tho Tsuguru straits 
and Vladivostok, as 6ne rumor has it, 
or whether ho Is continuing north 
nlong tho Asiatic coast, we do not 
know. 

Admiral Togo Is supposed to ho In 
the neighborhood of Portia. The 
Japanese have closed two ports— Kc- 
Umg, on the north end of Formosa, 
and Makung, on one of the Pescadores 
Islands, between Formosa nnd the 
mainland. If Itojcstvensky takes the 
latter of tho two routes mentioned 
above the big sen fight of the war 
should soon come. If he taKcs the for- 
mer route, It Is a question whether 
Togo will Intercept him till he ap- 
proaches Japanese shores, nowever 
vague &U£ knowledge . of Rojestven- 
akys movements, way be, it Is* prob- 
able that Togo, through his swift 
cruiser scouts, has coutlnuous infor- 
mation.

Chler Knglncer Wallaca Reports fl,000 
Men at Work, 
While exhaustive investigation is be- 
ing carried on at the Isthmus of Panama 
or the mirn^* n f determining which 
typo of canal shall 
be constructed, the 
nctual work of dig- 
glug thq ditch Is 
progroRftiug rapidly. 
Chief Engineer 
Wallace reports Hint 
5,000 men are en- 
gaged under his dt- 
roctlon on the engi- 
neering and con* 
bI ruction work. 

Tho work of In* 
stalling the plant 
and .the organisa- 
tion of the force at Cnlobra is advancing 
rapidir, nnd each mouth *tho output of 
material Is lucrensing, During March 
It was threo times what It was In De- 
cember, and fivo tjnies the amount exca- 
vated Inst July. 

Tho work of Installing an American 
plant at Culcbra Is going forward as fast 
as the machinery and supplies can he 
secured on the lathmns. and when Mr. 
Walla co left there were six American 
steam shovels nt work in the Culebra 
excavation, and arrangements have been 
made to Install additional machines at 
the rate of two a month. 

During the last ninety days laborers 
have been coming hi freely from Costa 
Ulcn, Jamaica and tho Barbndocs. The 
Investigations being conducted include 
diamond drill work nloag the entire line 
or tho cnnal, the character of the forma- 
tion being revealed in this maaner to a 
depth of .forty feet below tho surface 
Theso borings will give absolute Infor- 
mation as to the character of the mate- 
rial to bo encountered.

The United States bureau of the cea- 
sns has Just published the first completo 
census of the Philippine Islnnde. The 
total population of the archlpelngo as 
returned from 342 Independent Islands la 

7,U0O,000 are more or less civilized, The' 
wild trlhes form about per cent of the 
entire population. 

The total population, according to th2 
most reliable authorities, Is a little more 
than four times as great as ft was 100 
years ago. Durlag tho aamo period that 
of tho United States multiplied almost 
fifteen times. The excess of birth rate 
over death rate In the Philippines has 
on-n large, in spite of sudden and great 
losses as a result of 'epidemics of vari- 
ous diseases. 

While it is true that the enumcratloa 
of thB wild tribes, according to the meth- 
ods employed among civilised peoples, 
was not practicable, very careful and 
painstaking estimates were made, nnd 
the, returns nro probably within 10 per 
cent of tho true number. Tim total num- 
ber of non-Chrlstlaa peoples Is stated to 
be 047,740. 

Tho density of population In the Phil- 
ippines Is sixty-seven per squnre mile. 
In continental United States it Is twenty- 
six per square mile. Tho inhabitants 
ore usually found on or near the coast, 
except In the island of Luzon, where 
about half of the people live tn the two 
rich valleys in. the interior.

■ Medical seleuce seems to be eoniplett- 
ly hsiiled In -I "ii ling with eerebrq-iplna] 
nienlngitbi, wblcli Is now epidemic In 
New York, I.jke scarlet fever, it in al- 
most tts much fif a mystery now as It wai 
when the llrst ours was discovered nnd 
identified. 

The comparison oxtetidfl further, foi 
corcbro-spiiml meningitis is n febrile dis- 
ease commonly known its "spotted fever," 
although it varies from scarlet fever in 
the particular that It Is endemic as well 
us epidemic. They are alike, too, In their 
disastrous effect upon victims who re- 
cover, Deafness, total or partial blind- 
nans, punilysls or muscular deformity 
almost in ni rin Id v result from an attack 
of either of the diseases mentioned. The 
'convalescent almost without exception li 
left a chronic Invalid with an afillctlon 
that is but littlu less terrible than the 
dlxenie Itself. 

They .arc alike, too. In the fact that 
both are clnsslficd na bncterinl or ml- 
crobous diseases, The theory that scarlet 
fever Is n gerni disease hns long been 
held by bncteriolnglsts, but not until th« 
present epidemical outbreak of cerebro- 
spinal -meningitis' has thnt theory been 
asserted ns applying to the latter. 

For the benefit of the laymen It should 
be explained Hint the meninges nro the 
membranes thnt cover the splnnl cord 
and the brain nnd thnt meningitis Is an 
iuflnmcd condition of these membranes, 
"Until very recently the dlsenso has been 
considered peeullnr to children, almost 
an infantile disease, In fact. 

Children, of course, are more easily 
subject to Injuries of the spine nnd cere- 
bral region tlinn adults by reason of their 
immaturity. The present epidemic in 
New York has shown, however, that 
adults are also subject to It, and of tho 
appalling number of deaths that hnvo 
occurred there since Jan, 1, a largo pro- 
portion were adults. 

Absolute cleanliness nnd avoidance of 
places .where the nlr mny be Impure" nro 
about the only precautions that can be 
taken. In the meantime the medical sci- 
entists are experimenting In every possi- 
ble, way to discover some menus of com- 
bating the drend 'disease, which hna al- 
ready reached such proportions In ono 
locality as to cause general alarm In ev- 
ery- largo center o£ population,

Tt 'is more satis- 
factory to us, nnd we shall continue It, 
although ninion men will receive front .us 
tho same 'consideration as any other class 
of workmen — no more, no JeBs.*-That is 
our position, as we have exn&tfgd it to 
Mayor Dunne, and we wlll4tot devlato 
from it Fin any particular." 

At the same time the representatives 
of the -strikers, officials !ln various unions 
and the Federation df laibor, which is 
supporting tbe -strike, said in 'effect: 
4, The basis of the trouble In the garment 
workers' strike. 'We 'catnot accept any 
arbitration in the it en maters' strike which 
does not Include the source of tbe trou- 
ble."
